The Republican party lud its 
stall at Ripon, Wis., in 1R.54. It 
w-as given its name by .Alvan E. 
Bovay. And who was Bovay? 
None other than a worker in the 
early workingnxn's party of New 
York. 

Before coming to Ripon. lx lud 
been tlut party's secretary and 
treasurer almost from the party's 
beginning in 1844. and lx was its 
delegate to tlx Industrial Congress. 
Hi.s early vicw.s on the natural right 
to land, we are told, appeared 
wherever tlx Republican party 
sprang up. for the workingmen had 
been accustomed to speak of theirs 
as “the true, retiublican party,’’ and 
George Htnrv Evans, of the IPork- 
ingmen's ..ddfoeale, with which 
Bovay was associatecL predicted in 
I84fr that the time would come 
when ’’there will be but two par¬ 
ties, the great Republican Partv of 
Progress and the little Torv Party 
of HoMback*."

so-calleil free country. Ia*t us see. 

l-'irsl as to Socialism. Mr. .S(gmccr‘s idea aftpears to lie that under 
.SiKtulism the stale would compel men to work against their will, or to 
work al <x:cu|iations I'lncongrnial to them. 

T'liis is a mistake. The ftatc vvonlti md compel any man to work. 
It would only enable all men to work, ami to live in {teacc and comfort 
by llicir labor. 

If a nan diil m-l cliouse to work be wr.iild not be coerced. He- 
could cither do bis fair share of the work of tlie community in return 
for Ills share of the wcaltli, or lie cotild decline to wxtrk. 

Hill if he declincil to work he wmiltl ccrtainlv have to starve, or to 
leave the state. 

Xow I want to priittl out to yon. before 1 go any ftirtlicr, llat as 
tilings are at present some men live luxuriously and do no work, many 
iiien do a great tleal of work and live wrctchetlly, and nearly threc- 
(|turters of a milli<Hi of men wlio arc willing to work can get no work 
to ilo. 

To bear itcoide talk about slavers tinder Sovialisin, you would sui»- 
posc wc lud frcctloin now. Robert liigersoll says: 

Some of llir best and purest of our race h.vve adi<K'alcd what is Irtpiwn 
as Socialism. • • • S.wialisin seems lu me to hr one of the WMrsl p.’'-

Human life depend, upon food, 
clothing and aheller. Only when 
thMC are a»»urcd are freedom, cul¬ 
ture and higher human development 
pcibic. To produce food, clothing 
and sliciter, land and machinery are 
needed. Land by iltelf doc, not Mt- 
i,fy Unman needs. Human labor get, 
raw material, and food out of the 
«>il by creating machinery and using 
it upon the land. Whoever ha, con¬ 
trol of land and machinery ha, con¬ 
trol of Unman la^r. and with ft of 
human life and liberty. 

Today the machinery and the land 
u,ed lor industrial purprite, arc 
owned by a rapidly decreaiinp. min¬ 
ority. So long a» machinery i, ,im- 
ple and easily handled by one man, 
It doe, not nuke it, owner, so power¬ 
ful that they can dominate tne »oorce, 
of life of others. But when machin¬ 
ery become, more and more com¬ 
plex and expensive, and require, (or 
It, effective operation the ortranizcd 
effort of nuny worker', it, inffucnce 
reaches over wider and wider circle, 
of life. The owner, of such machin¬ 
ery become the dominant class. 

The Masses in Subjection 

In proportion a, Ihe number of 
inch machine owner, compared to 
ail other cU,»c, decrease,, their 
power in the nation aod in the world 
mcrcasi.,. They bring ever larger 
masse, of working people under their 
control, reducing them to the point 
wljcre nm'cle and brain arc their 
onlv productive prisperty. Million, 
of '■formerly sclt-employmg worker, 
thus become Ihe htiplesi wage slave, 
of the industrial maitcra. 

The more the econcflnic power of 
the ruling clas, growa, the less o»e- 
ful fce, it become in the life of the 
nation.
